The repeater to link northern and 
southern Colorado is nearing complet- 
ion. The application for license is 
in the trusting hands of the U.S. 
Postal Service, and upon receiving 
the license the equipment will be 
placed in operation. 


For those that don't know the planned 
operation of this repeater, here's 
how she'll work. Imput will be on 
146.19 and output on 146.79. All 
modes of legal amateur communications 
will be accepted such as voice, code, 
RTTY, etc. There will be no dues or 
assessments for using the repeater. 


It is hoped that after we get the 
repeater operating satisfactorily 

a group can take over it's operation 
and maintenance. The equipment will 
be donated to a group of this kind 
with the understanding that the 
equipment will be returned in the 
event that the group dissolves. In 
the meantime I will keep it on the 
air and maintain it, utilizing slave 
labor for as long as possible. 


I forsee no problems in maintenance 
as the equipment has 100% backup 
and will be controlled by direct 
wire line. A duplexer will be used 
and north/south oriented gain type 
antennaes employed. Auto-patch 
capabilities will be installed at

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ROUTE MANAGERS CORNER

Greetings to traffic-handlers and 
non-traffic-handlers alike from 
your new Colorado Route Manager. 
Before I embark on any dissertat- 
ion about nets or traffic, con- 
gratulations are in order for 
W@LRN, who has done more than per- 
haps anyone else in the state to 
generate interest in traffic hand- 
ling and who brought participation 
up to its present high level. As 
most of you know, Bud vacated the 
Colorado Route Manager's position 
in order to become Manager of the 
Twelfth Region Net. On behalf of 
all CCN and SSN members, I say 
"well done!", Bud. 


Most of the CCN members know me, 
but I am a stranger to many SSN 
members, since I have no 160 Meter 
equipment (yet). My Drake 2B rec- 
eiver will soon cover 160, thanks 
to a simple modification that 
WONGA and W2TPV/% dreamed up. 
Transmitting equipment for 160 is 
a little further off. I have been 
licensed since 1958, QNI'd my 
first net on January 4, 1960, and 
have been handling traffic of one 
sort or another ever since. By 
"one sort or another" I am refer= 
ring to my 42 month hitch as a 
Communications Officer in the 
Navy, when I handled only military 
traffic. At that time my NTS ac- 
tivity was curtailed and replaced 
by DX activity as KZ5TO and HL9UD. 
Now I'm an ORS with various liai- 
son jobs on CCN, TWN, PAN, and 

TCC Pacific. 


There are a great many traffic 
subjects deserving attention in a 
bulletin such as this, but the one 
~that seems most urgent to me is 
the volume of traffic we are cur- 
rently handling. It seems a shame 
to have a closely-knit, carefully 
organized National Traffic System 
that is capable of so much yet 


really does so relatively little 
actual traffic handling. All too 
often we participants think of 
ourselves merely as relay stations 
letting "the other guys" do all 
the originating of traffic. This 
is wrong! Every one of us should 
originate traffic - at least three 
messages per week. Why? Not just 
for the sake of some statistical 
tabulation. No, we must contin- 
ually originate traffic so that 
NTS operators will keep in prac- 
tice and retain their interest in 
traffic handling. With little to 
do, participation rapidly dwin- 
dles. Why are practices and par- 
ticipation important? Because 
then we are prepared to carry out 
our public service function of 
emergency communications in a way 
that will enhance the public's 
view of amateur radio, and only 

by maintaining a respected public 
image will we retain our allotted 
sections of the frequency spectrum. 
Besides, traffic handling is fun, 
and I'd hate to give it up for 
lack of interest.
